Riders, often passed in appropria- 
tion, bills, were as effective in their 
results as bona fide measures and 
should be subject to the approva’ of 
the executive. We were assured 
that all these evils, and many 
others, would b e permanently 
cured, “without drugs,” were the 
President authorized to “knife” 
items in the appropriation bill. 

The negative maintained that th'.s 
would result in giving the Presi- 
dent too much control over matters 
of legislation. The Congressman 
who did not please him would* find 
that a particular item appropria- 
ting sums for his district had been 
vetoed, and thus would be com- 
pelled to come to terms and obey 
the administrative whip. The ten- 
dency of the executive depar f ment 
to usurp the functions of the legis- 
lative was criticised. 

When the judges returned from 
the consulting room, Mr. Rowe 
confided that they had discovered 
that among the Romans, the Teu- 
tons and the Anglo-Saxons the ex- 
cessive exercise of the veto power 
had been responsible for the estab- 
lishment of monarchies.

“opinion” by stating that the nega- 
tive had won and first and second 
honors had been awarded Messrs.

at the Naval Academy, 
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The University Congress. 

The question, “Resolved that 
it is the sense of this body, that 
the interests of the people of the 
United States will be best con- 
served by the election of W. R. 
Hearst to the Governorship of the 
State of New York,” provoked 
many dissensions, criticisms and 
tilts among the members of the 
Congress last Saturday evening. 
The discussion demonstrated that 
there are few men loved so fer- 
vently by their friends and hated 
so bitterly by their enemies as 
Hearst. 

The gentleman from Maryland 
opening for the resolution de- 
clared Hearst a trust buster and 
paid a tribute to his fight against 
the Coal and Gas Trusts. The 
gentleman from Wisconsin, lead- 
er of the opposition, showed the 
inconsistent disposition of Mr. 
Hearst, and characterize^ hinj as 
the nominee of a bossed conven- 
tion and the candidate of Tam- 
many. 

The surprise of the evening 
was furnished by the gentleman 
from Virginia who “declaimed” 
that it would be to the interests 
of the Democratic Party to have 
Hearst defeated. “But,” he de- 
clared, “though I have no use for 
such bolters as Mr. Hearst, I will 
not be a bolter myself and will 
vote for this resolution.” Some- 
one suggested that the gentleman 
thus admitted that a Democratic 
victory would not be to the in- 
terests of the people of the United 
States. The genleman from Ken- 
tucky, following, declared that if 
Mr. Hearst’s election meant a de- 
feat for the Democrats in the 
Presidential year, it would be a 
good thing, but added that he be- 
lieved that the Republicans 
would carry not only New York 
but the country as well. 

The gentleman from the Key- 
stone State, closing for the oppo- 
sition, compared the Hearst be- 
fore the public with the Hearst 
in private life. His papers, he 
Contended, were the versatile 
product of a versatije man, since 
on one page could be found “Tips 
on the Races,” by Tod Sloan, on 
another “Hints for the Lovelorn,” 
by Beatrice Fairfax, and on still 
another an editorial by Brisbrane, 
alias Hearstbrain, on Govern- 
ment Ownership. The gentleman 
from Arkansas, in closing, 
charged that Hughes was the 
Trust’s candidate ^ the fV iend of 
special interests and the foe of 
the masses. He refuted many of 
the charges against Mr. Hearst's 
character and declared that he 
was the workingman’s friend. 


Though the Republicans fought 
gamely, they were handicapped 
by numbers, and on a strict party 
vote, the resolution was passed. 

The gentleman from Kentucky 
announced a series of lectures to 
be open to the public, and deliv- 
ered under the auspices of the 
several debating societies. These 
will be held on Saturdays in Uni- 
versity Hall and will be followed 
by the proceedings of the Con- 
gress. - i / 

Next week the Congress will 
discuss the question, “Resolved 
that Labor Organizations are 
Beneficial to the Laboring 
Classes.”
